of installing & sanitary sewer main from the nearest convenient point
in the ¢ity to Carp Mabry would cost sbout $10,000.00, whieh sum, to
ageomplish this enterprise, was transferred from the surplus earnings
in the Water and Light Departwent to the Sanitary Sewer Fund; but

Whereas, not exceeding Seven Thousand Dollars (£7,000.00)
will represent the cost of the oity's part of this sanitary sewer
extension, thus leaving Three Thouswnd Dollars ($3,000.00) in the
